I.—What Is a Tree? 
^REKS in our country nro for- 


tunately so common us al- 
most to pass -a*Jtbout dcflni- 
-tion. EKcrytxxly know« a tree 


nnd knotvs all abwit It too. At least 
ho tbinks ho does, no knows that n 
tree has aa oroct persistent atom, wide- 
spreading or deep descending roots, 
•waving, far extending Lruncbos and 
abundant len^'cs, cnstln^ in summer n 
grateful shade, in autumn falling. He 
knows that trees, some of tuem nt 
least, boar flowers and fmita anil t=ecil, 
reproducing the species "after their 
kind." Tills much c^'oiT-body knows, 
and the&e Indeed are some of the pa- 
tent, obvious features of n tree. Ncv. 
ertlieless, as may bo suspected, this la 
only an outside or surface viovr oC tho 
subject. 
When wo eorne to inquii-o 


how the tree comes to bo what It Is. 
how It does all tlie things that w« st-o 
it do, how it pushes the roots tlurougt! 
the liard ground where a plow can 
hardly go, how the leaves clatwrate Its 
food, how it builds stein and bark and 
branch and carries pound after pound, 
ton after ton, away up into tho uir. 
how it endures whlle'lirlng summer's 
drought and winter's cold, not for n few 
years, but year after year, for centu- 
ries and centuries—when we begin to

think of trees In "thla way, it Is plain 
tliat all our surface knowledge counts 
but littlo. We are in the presence of 
a mechanism of wonderful efficiency, 
but also of great complexity, \vhoae 
dellcace adjustments may tax tbo cun- 
ning of the wisest 


Now, In a few short chapters which 


constitute tnis course a complete an- 
swer to the problem of the tree or 
even a complete statement of It Ja 
certainly not to be expected. We may 
perhaps study the problem in some olf 
its simpler aspects, learn n Mttie of 
the structure of a tree, of its history, 
and more of (ts utility and exceeding 
vulue to enlightened men and nations. 


Perhaps the mobt striking peculiarity 


of tho tree Is Its persistence. 
Other 


plants grow, send up stems and leaves 
and flowers, begin many of the things 
done by the tree, but these presently 
perish, survive n few months or years 
at most and are gone. Only plants of 
the tree type seem able to accumulate, 
to carry forward the work of life and 
ran Ice each year contributory to life's 
perennial triumph. 
Fortunately this 


particular property of the tree, taking 
things as they are, admits of compara- 
tively simple explanation. We find the 
explanation in so far in the tree's struc- 
ture, just ns In the case of any mech- 
anism we may study the parts and find 
om how they work and bo understand 


- >be machine. If we make a thin cross 


section of tbe stem of a small tree and 
lay the section uudei; the lens of a mi- 
croscope, we sha.il see something like 
that shown in the accompanying illus- 
tration, which Is indeed from a photo- 
graph of such a section. 


Ilere the whole section seems made 


up of little rings. The early observers 
thought iA?se rings looked like c sec- 
tion oC a honeycomb and accordingly 


called them cell's. At a glance we per- 
ceive that the rings or cells arc not 
alike. They differ greatly In siae nnd 
shape. A second glance shows ns that 
ihe cells fall easily into groups whicb 
form together a circle around within 
the margin. The cells which ran be up 
this baud or circle arc in the growing j 
tree, all living cells ac-l all ncUfo. each ) 
in its own way. WKljin tUe limits as- 
s)gned us here we may not eooslder 
them all, but must pay attention to tbe
